Duestrow w-as calm on the scaffold, it 
was the calmness of resignation, for 
his conduct since 3 a. rn., up to a few 
minutes before he started for the scaf­ 
fold, bordered on hysteria. It wras the 
hysteria of rationality, however, for he 
flung off the long and well-worn in­ 
sanity mask and 
bemoaned his fate 
most bitterly. 
Betw-een sobs, as he 
looked out on the gallow-s from the 
narrow window of his roomy cell, he 
exclaimed: “Yes, yes, it is tihie; I did 
kill my poor wife and my darling child, 
but I did not know what I was doing. 
wras not responsible.” 
As the dawn 
of the cloudless day broke through his 
window and he gazed on the scaffold 
below he uointed down to It and said: 
‘They can’t hang me on that. I have 
patent on all those devilish things. 
I am General von Brandenburg.” 
When Duestrow- was led to the scaf­ 
fold, Sheriff Puchta asked: 
“Arthur 
Duestrow-, have you anything to say?” 
“I am not Duestrow,” was the quick 
rejoinder, lowly spoken. 
“Have you anything to say?”

Mr. Lewis says that two or three 
years later, when the Oregon was about 
one hundred miles out of the Cattegat, 
between Denmark and Sweden, and en­ 
tering the North Sea, the entire crew 
beheld an astonishing sight. 
It was 
ft sea serpent about three hundred feet 
long, black in color, and with big, 
round eye*? that seemed the size of a 
washtub, Lewis declares. Around each 
of his eyes were three great rings: It 
had a dorsal fin extending the entire 
length of the vertebrae, and a sharp 
tail. Lewis thinks this was the great­ 
est sea serpent ever beheld by man. 
When descried it had its hqad fifteen 
feet out of the water, and was sunning 
tself. The ship put about and made 
straight for him. When within about 
quarter of a mile the serpent went 
under. Lewis thinks the serpent was 
twenty feet through at its neck. 
He 
says the story sounds so improbable 
that he has seldom told it, but that 
Captain Shields, whose home port was 
Rockland, Me., as well as the other 
sailors, will vouch for its truth if alive.

one place to another has re­ 
cently been moved over IOO feet in 
that city and the remarkable feat ac­ 
complished without the slightest dam­ 
age to the building and its contents. 
It was a freight warehouse belonging 
to the Baltimore & 
Ohio 
Railroad 
Company which was the subject of this 
engineering achievement and the build­ 
ing was full of freight at the time. 
The structure is 440 feet long, 120 feet 
wide, and 60 feet high, made of wood 
and iron. 
Five weeks were required 
in preparation, one week in the ac­ 
tual moving, and two weeks setting the 
building on its new foundations. When 
it was all done not even one plate in 
all of the 3,000 cases of china which 
were in the warehouse was cracked. 
The operation of moving was conduct­ 
ed in much the same manner as was 
employed last spring to change the 
abiding place of the Emanuel Baptist 
Church of this city. 
Heavy beams, 
6,000 in all, were laid down and on 
them forty tracks were placed. On the 
tracks 1,000 rollers were put. 
The 
building moved on the rollers. Along 
one side of the structure was placed 
a row of screw jacks, with two men 
in charge of each. At a given signal 
each jack was given a turn, moving 
the building ahead a fraction of an 
inch. 
Afterwards the progress aver­ 
aged two feet an hour for five and one- 
half days. When it arrived at its des­ 
tination the structure was gradually 
lowered onto its foundation without 
so much as a timber having been 
strained.

world. 
Five of the horses which have ! 
been laid to rest in this oddest of ceme- ! 
teries are, Mr. Poole believes, worthy 
of special commendation. The first of 
these 
was a Morgan thoroughbred 
named Dick. 
In life he weighed 925 
pounds, and co”Id trot in 2:40. Major, 
the second, was to the horse world what 
.an honest man is said to be to the 
human sphere. Mr. Poole says of him: 
“He was one of the most honest horses 
ever owned by any one. Very few per­ 
sons ever passed me on the road when 
I was driving him. 
He could trot in 
any harness a quarter of a mile at a 
2:50 gait, atlh'ough he weighed

pounds.’ 
Kiltie,

mare, 
ranks No. 2 in the list. She, her owner 
says, was a horse of whom the ladies 
were fond. The fourth and fifth of the 
horses Mr. Poole so greatly admired 
were Fannie and Nellie, 
a 
pair

matched driving horses. Each weighed 
975 pounds. Fannie died in 1896. Every 
horse that Mr. Poole has buried in his 
cemetery represents a net loss to him 
of $25 to $100. Regardless of this fact, 
Mr. Poole hopes before many months to 
be able to mark the resting place of 
each animal in an appropriate and ar­ 
tistic manner.

Carlyle, 111., Feb. 17.—After two years 
of almost incessant fighting through 
the courts the Ramsay bank failure is 
as far from a settlement as when the 
proceedings were first instigated. The 
creditors have won every legal contest 
thus far; but as fast as one obstacle 
is removed more are thrown in the way 
by the Ramsay attorneys. It is feared 
that this legal juggling can be pro­ 
longed for a lifetime, and in this man­ 
ner exhaust the resources of creditors. 
This is the siuation that is forced up­ 
on the unfortunate depositors of the de­ 
funct Ramsay bank. The savings of 
widows, 
orphans, blind and crippled 
were squandered. A $20,000 residence 
•was built by funds taken from the 
bank’s deposits. A business block was 
erected in the same manner. When 
Raansay died he was a defaulter to the 
state treasury of Illinois in the sum 
of $478,538. 
The citizens of Carlyle and other 
cities in the state have determined to 
»*ave these Ramsay loans fully investi­ 
gated. A resolution will be submitted 
to the XLth general assembly of Illi­ 
nois asking that the matter be pushed.

Lincoln, Neb. Feb. 17.—The supreme 
court Tuesday rendered an opinion in 
th© case of W. J. Bryan and others 
against Elmer B. Stephenson, in which 
the judgment of the lower court 
is 
affirmed. This is the case where the 
proposition to issue gold bonds by the 
city council when the proposition sub­ 
mitted to the voters did not contain 
the gold clause xvas objected to. W. J. 
Bryan and other citizens made a test 
case of it and enjoined the issue of the 
bonds with 
the 
“payable 
in gold’’ 
clause. The order was granted in the 
district court, and Stephenson, who is 
the broker negotiating the sale of the 
bonds, brought the case to the supreme 
court. 
The highest court has now re­ 
affirmed the decision of the lower court. 
The court did not pass directly on the 
validity of the gold bonds, but merely 
on the technical features of the elec­ 
tion at which the refunding bonds were 
voted.

A TREASURE SAYED. 


We sat iii the little frontier hotel at 
Pine Ridge agency that stormy Decem­ 
ber night in 1890. There were a number 
of us—all newspaper correspondents— 
and a few interpreters, officers and res­ 
ervation employees. The days previous 
had been full cf excitement, for the 
Brule and Ogalalla Sioux were engaged 
in the ghost dance or messiah craze. 
About the agency General Miles had 
grouped some 
1,500 troops. 
Beyond 
their white tents clustered the dingy 
tepees cf the Indians, seme 800 of them. 
We greatly enjoyed those evenings in 
the hotel. They brought back to memory 
pictures of the old west—staging, buf­ 
falo 
hunting, 
Indian fighting. 
Aud 
what a fund of information the scouts, 
interpreters and “ old timers’’ poured 
into our willing ears! Each one could 
have talked all night aud yet left the 
narration of his experiences unfinished 
then. 
We were especially interested in 
the singular career of B. 
He had left a 
home iii Connecticut, aud after varied 
experincesin Iowa and Nebraska joined 
a company cf miners, and with them en­ 
tered the ut w mining camp cf Dead­ 
wood. 
He was then but 17 years cid. 
T h at same winter ho carried the first 
m ail out of Deadwood to the Missouri 
river. 
B. joined cur circle while a scout was 
relating some experiences with stage 
robbers in the early seventies and im­ 
mediately entered into the conversation. 
4 ‘iso far as I know, the smoothest trick, 
prompted by a desire to save money, 
ever played upon stage robbers occurred 
near Miles City in 1879. A load of pas­ 
sengers was almost within sight of tho 
town. They had been traveling all day 
and were worn out, for the roads were 
awful bad in those days, aud all coaches 
bounced and swayed very much. Hav­ 
ing come near their journey’s end, they 
were congratulating themselves. 
Hold 
tips had been frequent. 
Two heavily 
armed messengers accompanied each 
coach, with orders to fire on any person 
acting suspiciously. 
“ ‘Dear m e,’ said an elderly man near 
the door, ‘I ’m glad we are safe. I have 
about §500, aud if I lest it I don’t know 
where’I could get more.’ 
“ ‘I can get plenty of money,* said a 
traveling 
salesman, ‘but the loss of 
w hat I have would put me to much 
trouble out here among strangers.’ 
“ Two miners and a prospector, each 
w ith large rolls, expressed their satis­ 
faction at passing clangorous points 
safely.

Jam es Vincent, Sr., of • i b o r , Iowa, 
owns the only copy of the “ Bug bible” \ 
In the United States, says the Pittsburg 
Dispatch. 
So he writes to Librarian 
Stevenson of the Allegheny Carnegie • 
library. There is no direct offer of sale, 
but a suggestion th at it should be in 
some public library. 
Mr. Vincent says ( 
tho bible was brought to this country \ 
in 1848 and that it is one of the only i 
four copies extant, the remaining three 
being iii English collections. 
He says 
it bears date of 1549 and bas the intro- 
sions to the queer translation of a word 
dilution by Miles Covordale. 
His allu- 
which has given this bible the name 
“ Bug” is correct, end if he states the 
date accurately it is a more the “ Bug 
bible.” 
In the fifth verse of the nine­ 
ty-first psalm the reading is; 
“ Thou 
shalt not need to be afraid for any 
bugger; by night,” whereas the author­ 
ized version has “ terror” for “bugges” 
— possibly a word akin with bogie and 
r o t an old English plural of bug. 
Then 
Mr. Vincent alludes to this curious note 
of the editor to the third chapter of 
the first epistle of St. Peter, where the 
text alludes to the wife, Sara: 
“And 
if she he not obedient and helpful u n ­ 
to him (he) e n d e a v o re d to beat the 
fear of CsJ into her head, that there­ 
by she may be compelled to learn her 
duty and to do it.” 
Such were six­ 
teenth century ideas of disciplining a 
wife. 
Mr. Stevenson says he has no 
fund available for the purchase of rare 
editions of the bible, for if once begun 
an approach to even a fine collection 
would entail a large expenditure. 
The 
“ Bug bible” has its much better known 
companions, 
all 
named 
from 
typo­ 
graphical errors, as the “ Vinegar bi­ 
ble,” which calls the parable of the 
vineyard that of the “ vinegar” ; the 
“ Placemaker’s bible,” which contains 
the spoils doctrine by making p a c e ­ 
makers. and not peacemakers, bless­ 
ed, and not least of all, the “Wicked 
bible,” which leaves “ not” out of the 
seventh commandment. 
In 1877 there 
was held in South Kensington, 
E n g ­ 
land, the Caxton memorial celebration 
in honor of the 400th anniversary of 
Caxton’s printing press. 
Part of the 
exhibition was devoted to bibles, and 
therein was a “ Bug bible” of 1551. 
It 
was known as the Matthews transla­ 
tion, a pseudonym for John 
Daniel, 
and the text was that of Coverdale, the 
first translator of the complete bible 
into 
English from the “ Douche 
and 
Latin.” 
But the bug error is also in 
the Matthews edition of 1549. 
It was 
in these days when the common peo­ 
ple dared not possess a bible and Wil­ 
liam Lyndale was strangled to death. 
But what this Caxton exhibition solved 
was what as a literary mystery had 
elicited 
inquiry for three 
centuries: 
Where was the Coverdale 
translation 
printed? 
It was settled to be Antwerp, 
Belgium, and curiously enough, that is 
where Mr. Vincent's bible was printed.
